ator Fearne's death this morning the 
bill which had already gone by the 
senate providing for separate ballot 
boxes for women in school elections 
was .passed.

poned.

Up to this morning the fires, 
which are confined to no particular 
district of the lumber regions, have 
resulted In serious losses to millmen 
and others.

THE SENSE OF SMELL 


Each Specific Disease Has Its Peculiar 


Odor— Distinctive Odor of the 


Sexes 'and Races, 


Gavin Payne, 
in the Milwaukee 


Sentinel, has something interesting 
to say on the sense of smell, as fol- 
lows: 


"The mechanism of the perception 


of odorous substances is about as lit- 
tle understood as is that of visual or 
auditory impressions. 
But we need 


not at this time pay much attention 
to the basic anatomical or physiologi- 
cal minutiae 
connected 
with the 


sense of smell, nor attempt to clear 
up the inexplicable cause 
or work- 


Ings of that which draws the line or 
constitutes 
the difference between 


what we appreciate as or call a good 
or bad odor. 
However, it may be 


•well to add that we know nothing 
about the nature of odorous sub- 
stances and if we want to describe a 
certain odor we have to give the name 
of the substance which produces it 
or which it resembles. 


"The act of smelling takes place 


"by contact of air, laden with odor- 
ous particles, with the olfactory por- 
tion of the nasal chambers, 
and 


ozeana or bad case of catarrh is fa- 
miliar to all. 


"In the onset period of the plague 


the odor is sweet (Diemerbroeck), or 
honey-like, according to Doppner, who 
observed the plague at Vatlanke, as 
described in the London Lancet of 
Feb. 1, 1879. 


"Smallpox has a characteristic odor 


of its own, but modified as to the se- 
verity and stage of the disease, rang- 
ing from that of a fallow deer to the 
dreadful one of a whole menagerie,' 
or it may be like that of a burnt horn; 
if it's a cow's horn, perhaps it's the 
far famed bovine vaccination work- 
ing out. 
And as to its usual cor- 


rollary, vaccination, it rankly smells 
to heaven, and its steps take hold on 
hell."

"Coming lyjw to the specific odors 


emanating from certain cases 
of 


disease, I wish to apologize because 
of the paucity of the literature on 
the subject, for my inability to pre- 
sent a longer list, indeed a definite 
one for every disease. 
I believe it 


reasonable to think that such a result 
. is as possib'e as it is desirable. 
It 


has taken some picking and browsing 
to compile, from authorities and per- 
sonal experience, the list of special 
pathognomonic odors I submit. "Wliile 
it may be difficult to insure the exact- 
itude, or even the practical value of 
all 
the assertions, 
deductions or 


symptoms here given, I believe that 
enough has been adduced to clearly 
show that disease is not bounded by 
the surface of the body, but" goes be- 
yond it. 


"Were I pinned down to one word 


for eac li of the sexes by which to de- 
pict them by their odor, the words 
would be codfish and mushroom. That 
is a woman's distinctive srneU 
is 


that of a codfish, and a man's that 
of a mushroom.. 


"In gout the skin secretions take 


a special odor; which t/ydenham com- 
pares to that of whey, and there is 
more ammonia in the sweat. 


"In rheumatism, the odor is aceto- 


formic, particularly in the region of 
the engorged articulations 
(Moni.) 


We may call it a sour smelling acid 
perspiration. 


"In diabetes the smell is sweetish, 


mawkish; of hay, according to Lath- 
am, or rather of acetone 
(Picot), 


or, according' to Bouchardat, midway 
between aldehyde and acetone, being 
due to mixture, in variable propor- 
tions, of those two bodies.

"In jaundice chronic 
peritonitis 


and icterus the odor is musk.

THE GRAND FINALE; 


The' primary election law, 
which 


has occupied so much time during 
the present session of the legislature, 
is in a fair way to be finally disposed 
of. 
.'-, 


The assembly amendment to the 


Hagemeister bill, goes to the senate; 
direct, and will doubtless be rejected' 
by that body without very much dis- 
cussion. 
This will throw the respon- 


sibility back on the .assembly where 
it belongs, and will either result in 
the passage of the senate bill, or the 
whole matter will be referred to a 
conference- committee, where it will 
expire a natural death. , 


From the standpoint of good poli- 


tics, good policy or common sense, 
the prolonged discxission of the. pri- 
mary law, and the' bitterness that 
it has engendered, will be considered 
not only a waste of time, but 
the 


abuse of opportunities that should, 
have been devoted to important bus- 
iness. 


Under the guise of reform the bill 


has been held before the people and 
so thoroughly ventilated, that 
the 


last vestige of reform has been strip- 
ped from it, and the 'true intent of 
the measure stands out so prominent- 
ly, that he who runs may read. Con- 
trol of the next legislature is the sole 
and only object of 'the -measure. 


While this ambition may be laud- 


able, i and perhaps harmless, yet 'the 
people at large do not consider It 
of enough importance, to desire the 
passage of a measure so revolution- 
ary in character, .as .the Stevens bill, 
or tlje assembly substitute. 


It !is among the possibilities that 


Senator John C. Spooner may not de-

A good deal is being said just now 


about, state book keeping, . .and from 
the'- •-discussion, 
people who don't 


lorow 'anything about 
the. matter,

magnitude. 


Where so .much ignorance prevails, 


it is very easy to make accusations, 
and find plenty of people ready to 
believe them. . The fact is, that there 
are three or four departments that 
have the handling of state business. 
The State Board of Control, in deal- 
ing with the state and., county insti-

tutions, are the largest representa- 
tives of public business. 
This board 


handles no money except the salary 
and expense account of the several 
members. 
The stewards of the var- 


ious institutions, under their super- 
vision, handle no money except from 
$50 to $100 per month that they are 
allowed for contingent expenses, and 
this money is accounted for by vouch- 
ers every month. 
All -bills bought by 


the board or stewards "are aiulited 
by the board, and paid by the state 
treasurer to the party who sells the 
goods, the first of every nionth. 


The books, for all of the institu- 


tions, are kept in the office of the 
board at Madison, and the. office is 
prepared to furnish any information 
at a moment's notice. 
The system 


is comp?ete, and so near perfect that 
other states pronounce it a perfect 
system. 


If otter boards will adopt 
the 


same system there will be no cause 
for complaint, but if the whole plan 
is revolutionized, and the railroad 
plan adopted, as worked out by the 
two experts, it will be the worst mix- 
up that the. state ever experienced, 
and will simp'y be adding to our ex- 
pen.se and labor account that is un- 
necessary.

pulled out early this morning if Mr.
